Asked what a virus was he said it 
was too small to see under the 
mo»t powerful microscope, that 
while a virus acted like a bacter­ 
ium in causing disease it had char­ 
acteristics which were different 
from any germ, bacillus or bac­ 
terium known and he was not sure 
even that it was a living organism. 
Perhaps it waa just a chemical 
t>n the borderline between living 
and nun-living materials—a self* 
propagating enzyme. This last 
conception has been the most diffi­ 
cult for the old fashioned biolo­ 
g ics to grasp, but it may be true. 
Viruses are certainly the small­ 
est of living creatures if they are 
living. When the bacteriologist 
wants to sterilize a ^elution, the 
chemical nature of which would be 
destroyed by boiling, he passes it 
through a Bcrkefeld filter which is 
made of a kind of porcelain of dia- 
tomaeious earth. This will pa-s 
chemical solutions through, but no 
bacteria ever pass it. But vim es 
will pass through, so they have 
been called filterable vir uses. 


Hire of Yirua 
Some idea of the size of viruses 
can be obtained by a comparison 
made imaginatively by a distin­ 
guished scientist. We cannot see a 
red blood cell with the naked eye, 
but if a red blood cell were to be 
enlarged so that it was fifty-five 
feet in dam eter and if leaned up 
against a thiee-story building it 
would reach to the roof, and if all 
other microscopic object* were to 
be enlarged in the same proportion 
a medium sized germ, say the 
bacilli** of typhoid fever, would 
measure five feet across. The virus 
of smallpox would measure fifteen 
inches, the virus of yellow fever 
about two inches, and the virus of 
infantile paralysis about one inch. 
The diseases which the filterable 
viruses cause are many. A great 
many diseases of domestic ani­ 
mals—foot and mouth disease, dis­ 
temper, to name two, are ascribed 
to them. The common human dis­ 
eases considered to be due to vir­ 
uses are smallpox, chickenpox, 
measles, mumps, shingles, ence­ 
phalitis, the common cold, and in­ 
fantile paralysis. Bacteriologist* 
labored for years with all their 
culture methods, microscopes and 
other instruments to trap th* 
germs of thebe diseases, but non* 


were ever found. The cause in each 
ca?e was too small and elusive. 
So, also, we have no serum* for 
th< i-e virus diseases. Also the sulfa 
drugs and penicillin, those wonder 
workers in other bacterial dis­ 
ea «es, do not seem to do any good. 
Nor, except in the case of small­ 
pox, do any of our ordinary meth­ 
ods of prevention work against 
them. And in smallpox we do not 
follow the procedure of obtaining 
antitoxin as we do in other eases 
where set urns, vaccines and anti­ 
toxins are available: we cannot 
cuiture the germ and kill it to 
make a vaccine, or inject it into an 
animal to create an antitoxin be­ 
cause there is no germ to be found. 
In the case of smallpox we must 
rely on the material produced by 
the growth of the virus on living 
tissue—it used to be the cow, now 
it is the chick embryo. 
* 
Nor do the ordinary public 
health measures of filtering water, 
dairy and food inspection, sewage 
dispusal, etc., avail against the 
spread of the viruses. Our help- 
lessness has been recently demon­ 
strated again in this year's epi­ 
demic of infantile paralysis, which 
ran it course uninfluenced by pub­ 
lic health control. 
But science has started to at­ 
tack the virus din asea in earnest 
and we may hope for results rn the 
near future. 


QUESTIONS a n d a n s w e r s 


T. B. G.:—Is a rice diet good 
for high blood pressure? 
Answer: Di. V\ alter Kempner, 
of Duke University, has reported 
on a group of patients who on a 
diet of rice sweetened with fruit 
or fruit juices had a reduction in 
blood pressure in two-thirds of in­ 
stances. I have had no experience 
with it. The doctor added, the diet 
would probably never be popular 
because it was so monotonous. It 
certainly wouldn’t hurt anybody 
who wanted to try it. 


W. L.:—I am suffering with 
gallstones 
and 
my 
physicians 
have given me a diet which is the 
reverse of the diet you prescribed 
for gallbladder. Is there a differ­ 
ence between gallstones and gall­ 
bladder? 
Answer: If you had read my 
article carefully you would have 
realized I said that fat drained 
the gallbladder by causing it to 
contract, and that a physician 
might want to drain the gallblad­ 
der, in which case he would pre­ 
scribe a fat dict. On the contrary 
if the gallbladder were in colic 
from stones he would probably 
want to quiet it down, in which 
case he would forbid fat. The gall­ 
bladder may be inflamed or full 
of pus without there being any 
stones.
